will not respond to attacks on the 
legislation of the government and that 
they must resort to criticizing the 
travelling expenses. of the cabinet. 
They do not tell the people that of 
the forty or fifty millfon dollars ex- 
pended during the last seven years not 
one dollar has been shown to have 
heen misspent. Nor do they charge 
that this travelling was not done on 
public business for the province. They 
simply add the total and exhibit it as 
a horrible example, deploring evident- 
ly that the ministers stayed at first 
class hotels and pald their railway 
fare where they had no passes. This 
travelling was wholly on public busi 
ness in connection with the govern- 
ment departments for every minister 
is held to strict accountability and 
must spend no public money in tray- 
elling on private business.” 

“T may say," went on Mr, Sifton, 
vigorously, “that the very reason why 
I moved an increase in tho cabinet

Angus theatre was 
packed to the doors with a crowd that 
was not short of six hundred persons, 
some of these coming from as far dis- 
tant as thirty miles to hear the politi- 
cal issues discussed, The reception to 
Mr. Montgomery on this, his first 
meeting in his home city, was mag- 
nificent and it is conceded that he 
will poll a very heavy majority over 
his opponent l. B. Angus on Thurs- 
day, Dr, Johnston was chairman of 
the meeting. 

Forcibly, rapidly, and at consider- 
able length, Mr. Montgomery drove 
home his facts regarding the local 
situation and of the legislature results 
which the province had obtained from 
the legislature under the Liberal re- 
gBime.

It Is probably 
safe to say that while a considerable 
group of members on both sides of the 
house favor organization of a national 
administration the majority on both 
sides will be well pleased if it Is event- 
ually announced that the negotiations 
have resulted in failure, 

It is stated that the basle.of Sir 
Robert Borden's coalition proposal is 
that the cabinet will be equally divided 
between Conservatives and Liberals 
and that every minister included must 
be acceptable to both party leaders,

The pamphlet represents the ciftelt 
as $139,679.05. On the Conservatives’ 
own tigures the actual deficit is only 
$219.72, but in the Conservative patn- 
phlet there is an error in addition of 
$991, making actually a surpjus ot 
$771.28 on the farms. 

These pamphlets have come to the 
attention of George It. Steer ,of the 
law firm of Rutherford, Jamieson, 
Grant and Steer, and he has made u 
thorough investigation into the de- 
partmental records. As a result he 
has secured the correct figures, which 
are as follows:

The literature circulating indicates 
that there is a total deficit on the op- 
eration of demonstration farms 
amounting to $189,179.05, Notwith- 
standing the fact that it was clearly 
explained in the legislature that the 
administration expenses were not a 
charge against operation, the author 
of this pamphlet has seen fit to include 
administration expenses in operation, 
which amount to $72,939.81. The ad- 
ministration expenses are made up of 
the following: Superintendents’ salar- 
jes and expenses, salary and expenses 
of managers of farms, salary and ¢x- 
penses of clerks for head office and 
entire head office expenditure, As 
the superintendents and managers are 
continually doing educational work 
over the province it was decided that 
the administration expenses should 
not be made a charge against the op- 
eration expenses of the farms.

It will be considered fair to include 
along with the total cash revenue te 
date the following: Farm products or 
hand (and not already fed to stock) 
preparation for 1917 crop, including 
ploughing, discing, cultivation and 
summerfallow, prepaid insurance. The 
books also show an item of amounts 
chargeable to capital which have been 
paid out of the operation vote, Last- 
ly, the figures should take into con- 
sideration the difference between the 
value of the stock on hand and the or- 
iginal purchase price of all livestock 

It may also be argued that ft would 
be fair to take into consideration the 


ing a deficit of $139,079.05, the state- 
ment, to be fair to those in charge of 
the demonstration farms work, would 
show an actual deficit of $219.72..As 


a maticr of fact, the pamphict ahove 
referred to contains an’ crtor in addi- 
tion in the year 1914 amounting to 
$991.00, which would make an actual 
small surplus of $771.28, instead of 
the Jarge deficit mentioned, 


Respecting the stock which died on 
these farms, the figures in the pam- 
phiet are correct, though perhaps 
they need a little explanation. Jt must 
be remembered that the figures given 
include a large number of young stock, 
that there have been seven farms in 
operation, that the work of stocking 
these farms commenced in 1911, and 
that there were times when these 
farms were carrying 4 total of about 
1,000 head of stock. Considering this, 
then, it will be agreed that the aver- 
age loss per farm per year is very low, 
indeed, 

A statement is also made in this 
pamphiet respecting the profit on 
steer feeding. One case is singled out 
where a profit from feeding a certain 
bunch of steers amounted to $2,094 per 
head. The figures, which haye been 
publish d in several of the agricultu-

ALBERTA GOVERNMENT TELEPHONES--REGULATIONS AND WAGE SCHEDULE 


1. Eight hours shall constitute a day on Peahange work, ordinary 
working hours 8 a.m, to 12 noon and 1 p.m, to 5 p.m., but where require- 


ments of the service demand shift work, any eight consecutive hours 
(except one hour intermission for meal) shall constitute a day, and 
such shift hours will be those that the service requires to be filled con- 


stantly, An assignment to shift hours shall not be made for less than 
Fourteen calendar days where practicable. 

2, Eight hours shall constitute a day on Rural and Long Distance 
work, ordinary working hours 8 a.m. to 12 m. and 1:80 p.m, to 5:30 
p.m. 

3. All employees shall go to and from point of work on their own 
time. 

4, All monthly men who have worked continuously for one year 
shall receive one week's vacation on full pay of the ordinary time in 
the second year, and two weeks after two years’ continuous service. 

5. Where car fare during working hours is deemed necessary by 
the Department same shall be furnished to employees affected by this 
Schedule. Where transportation is considered necessary by the Com- 
pany beyond the Se limit the Company will furnish same to the em- 
ployees affected by this Schedule, 

6. Overtime shall be computed on the basis of cight hours per day 
at the standard rate the employee is entitled to in Seetion 31. All 
overtime including Sundays and Holidays will be computed at the rate 
of {ime and one-half of standard rate of wages paid employees, 

7. Holidays will be as follows: New Year’s, Good Friday, Victoria 
Day, Dominion Day, Labor Day Thanksgiving Day and Christmas and 
such other days are are observed as General Holidays throughout the 
Provinee. (Bank holidays not included). 

8, Overtime will only be allowed employees in cases of emergency. 
Foreman or person in charge must make a written report of particulars 
und causes to the Plant Chief, who will advise Head Office. 

9. Overtime will not be allowed employees assigned to Section or 
District work, except in cases of extraordinary local or general disturb- 
ances caused by storms, fires or floods. 

10. Employees held waiting orders or material will he peid at the 
standard rate and employees relieved from duty during the day (except 
by their own fault or request or on account of weather conditions) will 
receive not less than one-half day’s pay, and if working more than 
one-half day will be paid for a full day, 

11. Employees requested to report for duty shall not receive less 
than two (2) hours’ pay.

21. While it is presumed that those in charge of employees to

If they do, according to spe- 
sialists of the United States depart- 
ment of Agriculture, they are throw- 
‘ng away fat which French house- 
wives consider the very finest for 
making cakes, and especially put’ 
vaste, In certain seasons in New Yor) 
snd other big cities this fat is so high- 
‘'y esteemed that it brings as much a” 
£1.10 per pound. So great is the 
jemand for this fat that many person’ 
make a business of collecting it fro 
Sutchers and others who dresa@ poultry 
Nefore delivering it to customera 
Housewives wou'd do well to insist on 
having it delivered if they buy their 
poultry dressed. By using chicken fat 
‘n cooking they can cut down the 
‘mount of fat they must buy for that 
nurpore. To prepare it, try it out on 
a double boiler, or another vessel Ret 
‘in hot water, until the fat melts away 
from the tissue and can be poured 
aff. This fat becomes raneld easily 
and should be kent cool and covered 
Vike butter and used in a very few 
Anys, Chicken fat, like goose fat, Mav 
he used for shortening In cakes, auch 
as spice cake, where the seasoninix 
used will mask any flavor which the 
fat might have.

Reports from Chauvin etate that 90 
per cent. of the seeding is finished but 
some of the wheat fields look rather 
thin due to tee seed perhaps, though 
the grain will stool out considerably. 

Further Advanced Than Manitoba. 

W. J. McCallum, formerly manager 
of the International Harvester Co. 
here, but now with that company in 
Estevan, a recent visitor to Edmon- 
ton, reported that in tne Edmonton 
district seeding is further advanced 
than in Manitoba. 


Bulietin’s Report

At Myrtle Creek, northeast of the 
city, the crops are looking fine. With 
an eye to the production of food the 
people of this vicinity are going in for 
gardene and poultry on a larger ecele 
than usual. 

At Ardrossan. to eaat of city, the 
recent frosts have done very little 
damage to garden truck, it being 
scarcely above “round. There was no 
noticeable effect on the grain, some of 
which {is five inches in height. Many 
farmers contend that frost heavy 
enough to nip the blades, is a benefit, 
in that tt gives a hardier growth, and 
thickens the stand. The wheat and 
oats are practically all seeded, but 
there is considerable plowing to do for 
barley, and many have not planted 
their main crop of potatoes yet, Dur- 
ing the last week the growth has been 
retarded, 

At Cooking Lake and Deville, to the 
east of the city, crops are well advanc- 
ed considoring the lateness of the sea- 
son this year. Wheat is four to aiz 
inches high and almost all the oats 
are seeded and in many cases well 
above ground, Potato planting wae 
general during the week and is now 
almost completed. This district spec- 
falizes in potato raising, being partic- 
ularly well adapted to their growth, 
owing to the sandy nature of the eoil. 

At Pakan, to the east down the 
Saskatchewan river, the most of the 
crop will be in this week, The crop 
acreage of the Pakan district is larger 
than last year.

In a week's 
time seeding work will be completed 
except perhaps seeding for greenfeed. 
Tho abundance of mussture makes the 
outlook most hopeful, though the sea- 
son is fully ten days’ late. 

At Colinton, to tho north of city, 
the crop is all up and doing fi 
but there was a alight frost on Mon- 
day night. The seeding is a little later 
this year than last year but the crop 
{a well advanced as the weather ig bet- 
ter for growing.

of the opposition, as Mr, Michener was

Farm taans Act 

Referring to the Farm Loans Act, 
under which the government proposed 
to borrow ten millions and lend it out 
on blanket security at 6% percent in- 
terest, the speaker said that here 
again they wanted to know if they 
were on the right line in deaiing with 
farm credits in this manner. 

Coming to the Factory act, which 
he had the honor to introduce, in 
other provinces such an act merely 
meant safeguarding the lives and com- 
fort of people at work, but they had 
gone further and introduced several 
new features. He was one of those 
who thought that they should have an 
universal eight-hour day. In the gct 
they had defined the hours of labor, 
there was also a clause to enforce pay- 
ment of wages.twice a month no child 
could be employed under 15 years of 
age, but one of the most striking fea- 
tures was the clause that named the 
amount of wages that should be paid. 
God, when he created man, never in- 
tended he should work for less than 
that on which he could live, In Eid- 
monton and Calgary, there had been 
hundreds of little girls ‘vorking for 
less than two dollars per week, and 
there was an illustration of this in a 
recent police court case in Edmonton, 
where it was said that a girl was 
driven on to the streets hecause she 
could not earn enough to suppert her- 
self. That story was a concrete in- 
stance of what the Factory act was 
meant to remedy, for under the act 
these girls must be paid a minimum 
wage upon which they could live. 

Here again, said tne speaker, was 
a direct issue, as Mr. Ramsey, one 
of the opposition candidates at Ed- 
monton, went to the board of trade 
and asked them to oppose the act 
He then read a letter from Sam Gom- 
pers, head of the labor party in the 
United States in which he expressed 
his appreciation of the act. 

The speaker then referred to allega- 
tions made against him by Mr, Ram- 
sey in connection with the prosecution 
of his campaign, and said that Mr, 
Ramsey and Mr. Michener went to 
Edson to address a Conservative con-
